TJIS  Britaiinlc  Majosty  and  the  United  States  of  Amerlea,  desi- 
rous  of  term  i  nut  inn;' the  Warwliich  has  unhappily  subsisted  be- 
tween the  two  countril>^  and  of  rcstoiin^s  upon  pnn(ii)kH  ot  perteet 
reciproeity,  peaee,  friendship,  and  good  understanchni!;  between  them, 
have  for   tliat  purpose  appointed  tlieir  respective  Plenii)otentiane?, 
that  is  to  say,  His  Britannic  Majesty  on  Ilis  part  has  appointed  the 
Right  Honourable  James  Lord  (iand/ier,  late  Admn-al  ot  the  nhite, 
now  Admiral  of  the  Red  Squadron  of  His  Majesty's  Fleet;  Henry 
Goulburn,  Esq.  a  Member  of  the  Lnpcrial  Parliament,  and  iMuler 
Secretary   of   State;  and   V/illia.n    Adams,    Ksq.  Doctor    ot  Civil 
Laws— And  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  hay  appointed  John  Quincey  Adams, 
James    A.    Bavard,  Henry    Clav,    Jonathan    Russell,  and   Aloert 
(iallatin.  Citizens  of  the  United  States ;  who  after  a  reciprocal  com- 
Tuimication   of  their   respective  tuil  powers,  have  agreed  upon  the 


following  Articles  : 


ARTICLE  L 


There  shall  be  a  firm  and  universal  Peace  between  His  Britannic 
Majesty  and  the  United  :if.a(es,  and  between  tlieir  respective  coun- 
tries, territories,  cities,  towns  and  people,  of  every  degree,  ^vithout 
exception  of  places  or  persons.  All  hostilities  both  by  sea  and  land 
shall  cease,  as  ?oou  as  this  Treaty  sliall  have  been  ratified  by  both 
parties  as  hereinafter  mentioned.  All  territory,  place?,  and  posses- 
sions whatsoever,  taken  by  eitherparty  fromtheother  during  the  war, 
or  which  may  be  taken  after  the  signing  of  this  Treaty,  excepting 
only  the  islands  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  restored  without 
delay,  and  without  causing  any  destruction,  or  carrying  away  any 
of  the  artillery,  or  other  public  property,  originally  captured  in  tlie 
said  forts  or  places,  and  which  shall  remain  therem  upon  the  ex-

ARTICLE  III. 

All  prisoners  of  war  taken  on  either  side  as  ^vell  hy  land  as  l:y 
sea  sliidl  be  restored  as  soon  as  j)racticahle  after  the  ratiliealions 
of  this  Treaty  as  herein  afier-nienti..ned,  on  then-  paying  the  debts 
which  they  may  have  contracted  during'  then-  captivity.  Ihe  two 
contracting  paities  respectively  engage  to  discharoe  in  specie  the 
advances  which  may  have  been  made  by  the  other  tor  the  sustenance 
and  maintenance  of  such  i)riyoncrs. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Whereas  it  was  stipulated  by  the  2d  Article  in  the  Treaty  of 
Peace  of  1783,  between  His  l^ritannic  Majesty  and  the  l^nitec 
Spates  of  America,  that  the  boundary  of  the  United  States  should 
comprehend  "  ai!  Islands  within  twenty  leagues  of  any  part  of  the 
"  shores  of  the  United  States,  and  lyin^-  between  lines  to  be  drawn 
"  due  east  from  the  points  where  the  aforesaid  boundiuies,  h«\wcen 
'<  Nova  Scotia  on  the  one  ])art,  and  East  Florida  on  tlie  other,  shall 
'*  ro^pe-tively  touch  tiie  Bay  of  Fundy  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean,

claimed  by  the  United  Slates,  as  belny;  comprehended  within  their

'I'rcaLy  of  Peace  hetween  the  two  jjnvvt-rs  as  the  north-\v<.f;t  an^le  of 
NovaiSeotia,  nor  the  north-westernmost  head  of  Connecticut  River 
have  yet  been  ascertained;  and  whereas  that  part  <^f  the  boundary 
line  between  the  dominioMs  of  the  two  powers,  which  extends  froin 
the  source  of  the  river  St.  Croix,  directly  north  to  the  above  men- 
tioned north-west  ac.gle  of  N(na  Scotia,  thence  aloiig  the  said  High- 
lands which  divide  those  rivers,  tk<it  empty  t!:  srselveu  into  the  river 
St.  Lawrence,  from  those  which  lall  into  the  i.-.lantic  Ocean  to  the 
nort!i-we.;tCi'!ininst  head  of  Connecticut  river,  thence  down  ulono- 
the  middle  of  that  river  to  (he  45th  degree  of  north  latitu(h>,  thence 
by  a  line  due  west  on  r^aid  latitude  until  it  strikes  the  river  Iroquois 
or  Cataraguy,  has  not  yet  been  surveyed,  it  is  agreed  that  lor  these 
pi-veral  jxnjjoses,  two  Commissioners  sliall  be  appointed,  sworn  and 
.ujthorized,  to  act  exactly  in  the  nianuer  diri'ctod  with  resj)ect  to 
iho.-e  mentioned  in  the  next  prcceeiling  artii.le,  unless  otiiervvise.

And  in  the  event  of  the  said  two  Commissioners  diftenng 
or'both,  or  either  of  them,  refusing,  declining,  or  wilfully  omitting 
to  act,  such  reports,  declarations,  or  statements,  jball  be  made  by 
them,  or  eitlier  of  them,  and  such  reference  to  a  ft'iendly  sovereign 
or  .tate  shall  he  made  in  all  re.pects^as  in  the  latter  part  ot  the  ^ 
iuurtli  article  is  contained,  and  in  as  full  a  manner  as  it  the  same 
was  herein  repeated. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  several  boards  of  two  Commissioners  mentioned  in  the  four 

nieceduo-  articles  shall  respectively  have  povser  to  appoint  a  secre- 

arv   anUo  employ  such  surveyors  or  other  persons  as  they  shall 

judge  necessary.

PiL'kness,  rcplgnatibn,  or  nooes^aiy  absence,  t lie  place  of  every 
such'  Commissioner  respectively,  rhall  be  suppliecl  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  such  Commissioner  was  first  appointed,  and  the  new  Com- 
missioner shall  take  the  saine  oath  or  alfirmation,  and  do  the  same 
duties. 

It  is  further  agreed  between  the  two  contracting  parties,  that  in 
case  any  of  the  islands  mentioned  in  any  of  the  preceding  articles 
wl)ich  were  in  the  posses:>ion  of  one  of  the  parties  prior  to  the  com- 
Hiencement  of  the  prese^it  war  between  the  two  countries,  should, 
by  the  decision  of  any  of  the  boards  of  Commissioners  aforesaid,  or 
of  the  sovereign  or  state  so  referred  to  as  in  the  four  next  precedin<j 
articles  contained,  fall  vvitliin  the  dominions  of  the  other  party,  ail 
grants  of  land  inade  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  war  by- 
the  party  having  had  such  possession,  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  sucli 
ialand  or  islands,  had  by  such  decision  or  decisions,  been  adjudged  to 
be  within  the  dominions  of  the  party  having  had  such  possession, 

AUTICLE  IX, 

The  United  States  of  America  engage  to  put  an  end,  immediately 
after  the  ratification  of  the  present  Treaty,  to  hostilities  with  all  the 
tribes  or  nations  of  Indians  with  whom  they  may  b^  at  war  at  the 
time  of  such  ratification,  and  forthwith  to  restore  to  such  tribes  or 
nations  respectively,  all  the  possessions,  rights  and  privileges  whicii 
they  may  have  enjoyed,  or  been  entitled  to  in  1811,  previous  to 
such  hostilities.  Provided  always,  that  such  tribes  or  nations  shall 
agree  to  desist  from  all  hostilities  agaiuj;t  the  United  States  of 
America,  their  citizens  and  subjects,  upon  the  ratiticatloa  of  the 
present  Treaty  being  nQtified  to  such  tribes  or  nations,  and  shall  so 
tjesist  accordingly, 

And  His  Britannic  Majesty  engages  on  His  part,  to  put  an  end 

immediately  after  the  ratification  of  the  present  Treaty,  to  hostilities 

with  all  the  tribes  or  nations  of  Indians  with  whom  he  may  be  at
